This action was based upon strong 
representations from the Mexican gov­ 
ernm ent to the effect that bands of 
armed revolutionists have been enter­ 
ing Mexico at isolated places along 
th e southern boundary of the United 
States. 
Furtherm ore, it was declared, 
the r e v o lu tio n is ts have crossed the 
Rio Grande from Mexico, entering the 
United States for the purpose of m ak­ 
ing 
their 
way 
undisturbed 
through 
American territory and then re-enter­ 
ing 
Mexico, 
to 
operate 
against 
a 
strategic point. 
In reply to th e protests of Mexico 
the United States governm ent has as­ 
sured that country every means will 
be adopted with a view to preventing 
any violation of a neutral attitude on 
the part of America. 
Of the twelve com panies of cavalry, 
consisting of about 750 men, ordered 
to the border four will be sent from 
Presidio, Cal.; six from Fort Meade, 
S. D.# and two from Fort Wingate, N. 
M. 
This will m ake the total military 
representation of the 
United States 
aligned along the frontier twenty-two 
troops of cavalry, or about 1,500 men.
